GOD IS RICH IN MERCY 

Epistle: Eph. 2: 1—9. 

“But God Who is rich in mercy...” 

Eph. 2:4. 

If it is mercy you need, it is my privilege 
to tell you that there is a rich supply. 
God is rich in mercy. He is exceedingly 
rich in grace. (v.7). 

How can you come to God and get this 
mercy? Build a road to Him on your 
sincerity and good intentions? That muskeg 
route brings only failure, and so will any 
road-building from this end. The road 
must begin at the other end. Not my 
goodness or deserving, but God’s love and 
grace can span that distance and open the 
way to the riches of His mercy. 

That road has been opened. That hap- 
pened when the Word Who had been made 
flesh and dwelt among us paid in full the 
price of mercy with His blood on Calvary. 
Jesus Christ is the road. “I am the way, 
the truth and the life” (John. 14:6). Come 
to God by this way and you will find 
mercy. 

No question as to the supply—no ques- 
tion as to the road. But do we want 
mercy? And will we walk in the road that 
leads to these riches? Are there not many 
who instead of praying the publican’s pray- 
er, “God be merciful to me a Sinner” 
rather pat themselves on the back and con- 
gratulate themselves on how well they have 
managed in building the road and how de¬ 
serving they are of God’s favor? And when 
God seeks.by His Word and Spirit to show 
them their sins and how far short they 
have fallen of the glory of God, are they 
not as blind, deaf, and unresponsive as 
dead men? They are “dead in trespasses 
and sins” and know not their hopless con- 
dition. Like the Ephesians in their for¬ 
mer state they “walk according to the 
course of this world, according to the 
prince of the power of the air, the spirit 
that now worketh in the children of dis- 
obedience.” They live in the lusts of the 
flesh, “fulfilling the desires of the flesh and 
of the mind.” Despite their self-commenda- 
tion God describes them, and all who do 
not live with Christ, as “by nature the 
children of wrath.” — By nature! With 
these two words God sweeps aside all false 
human ideas about the natural goodness of 
man. Man is evil, not so much from the 
outside as from the inside, not so much by 
surroundings as by nature. Since he is by 
nature sinful, he is also by nature a fit 
object for the wrath of a holy God— 
children of wrath. So we are by nature. 

“But God...” Yes, despairing sinner, 
look up from yourself to God. Look at 
Him Who is rich in mercy for His great 
love wherewith He loved us.” See Jesus 
Christ, the Road He opened from the heart 
of God to the heart of man. Down that 
road of salvation by grace, faith comes to 
make its home in your heart. Bid it wel- 
come, let it in. Then let it go up again 
along that road to lay hold of God s mercy 
and to claim it for yourself in the blessed 
Name of Christ, your Savior-Brother. Day 
by dav let faith go up that road to lay 
hold of God’s promises—His grace and 
strength for the day. Then as it comes 
back to you it will be with the assurance 
from on high of God’s power to save and 
to keep. And “the Spirit Himself beareth 
witness with our spirit that we are the 
children of God” (Rom. 8:16). 

Thank God for the most precious thing 
in all the world— God’s gift of grace and 
mercy. Precious—Because it is free to us 
because of its cosgo God, the life blood 
of His only begotnSrSon—because of what 
it does for us. “But God, Who is rich in 
mercy, for His great love wherwith He 
loved us, even when we were dead in sins, 
hath quickened us together with Christ, 
(by grace are ye saved;) and hath raised 
us up together, and made us sit together in 
heavenly places in Christ Jesus. . . It is the 
gift of God, not of works lest any man 
should boast.”

I once knew a Lutheran (Norwegian) 
who made the grade of an “Elder” in a 
Presbyterian Church. While I do not think 
that the Lutherans are, in general, a threat 
to any of the other church bodies, there 
are nevertheless sufficient numbers of them 
found in other Protestant bodies to bear 
out the fact that the old roving Viking 
spirit has its modem counterpart in the 
present day restlesness of some of them. 
Now and then during the Centennial can- 
vass we got hot on the trail of what we 
believed, from the the tracks and rustling 
in the leaves, to be a real, live, Norwegian 
Lujheran only to find we had run a Meth- 
odist to the ground. It was disconcerting, 
but like good hunting dogs, we knew we 
were on a track that had, at least, a famil- 
iar scent. How were we to know they 
could take on the protective plumage of 
some other species? It was all very ; very 
confusing—and sometimes embarrassing to 
the “party of the second part.” It is rather 
too bad we could not reach all those who, 
with us, are the benefactors of a blessed 
Lutheran heritage. 

The roster of the average Protestant 
Church, out through our strong Lutheran 
territory, fairly bristles with Olsons, Pe- 
tersons and Larsons. They are not just 
“poor white trash” either. Their early 
training was too good for that. They are 
a distinct loss, and their going has hurt us. 

I am not gcing into the reasons for their 
leaving. They were the reasons that came 
from the accidents of moving about and 
often the lack of understanding and appre- 
ciation of what they had in the Lutheran 
Church. There is also the language ques¬ 
tion which played an important part ear- 
lier. Be that as it may, it is now our bus¬ 
iness to see to it that our border fences 
are kept in repair. There need be no 
further reasons for any “borders incidents” 
and subsequent losses. 

Loyalties for Life 

Now and then it is a good thing to 
make a fresh appraisal of what we have. 
Some loyalties can be for no less than life. 
They are of such a nature that they exclude 
the possibility of change. They are not 
altered by the foibles of daily living. They 
are, fixed like a tree to the ground. Such 
is the loyalty a Lutheran feels to the 
church of his birth. There is something 
sacred in a church heritage that is fund- 
amentally bound up with life and death. 
One respects it without being fully able to 
understand or explain it. It is something 
akin to the feeling a man has for a Chris¬ 
tian parent. In a Christian home this feel¬ 
ing becomes part and parcel of his being. 
In the matter of one’s church affiliation, 
one does not choose in the way one makes 
a choice of social or lodge affiliation. In 
fact one does not choose in a matter of this 
kind. But one is. 

In a day that is marking the breakdown 
of denominational barriers, and a resulting 
watering out of religious convictions, we 
need to be on our guard lest the call of the 
“open range” draw us away from our tried 
and proved Lutheran position. There are 
many who have heeded that call and are 
today the step-children of other Christian 
bodies. It is difficult to see how they can 
ever really feel at home. Theirs must be 
the feeling of endless sojourners in Egypt. 
We cannot play fast and loose with our 
church moorings without doing violence to 
something sacred in our character. 

When Vision Blurs 

I have been called to minister at the 
bedside of one time Lutherans. When the 
Vision blurs and the spirit reaches cut for

firmer ground and comfort, a Lutheran 
pastor, somehow, answers the need best. At 
such times the soul reverts to type. When 
the serious business of life has loosened our 
grip on the non-essentials, we are again 
frightened children needing the comfort of 
a motheCs arms. Then the voice of child- 
hood’s faith speaks with a sweet and satis- 
fying authority. Then we know where we 
belong, and it is like coming home. 

Our young people should be brought to 
realize that membership in any other de- 
nomination than their own is a distinct loss 
and is breaking faith with their most pre¬ 
cious tradition. No matter what material 
successes may be ours, we cannot improve 
ourselves from a church standpoint. There 
is no such thing as “moving up” in a church 
way. It may look more attractive in some 
other church body, but we do not belong 
there—they are not our kind. The church 
deals with the serious business of living and 
dying. There is a great hue and cry in our 
day about socializing the church. We can 
get along with much less of that. The 
church needs all of her energy for the main 
business in hand—“Go ye into all the world 
and preach the Gospel.” 

What the Lutheran Church Of f ers 

Our Lutheran Church preaches the Gos¬ 
pel of the living Christ, whose atonement 
for sin, with His life blood, constitutes 
God’s one and wholly sufficient way of re- 
deeming a lost world. You cannot get 
more than that anywhere else. You can 
get a great deal less by making what looks 
like a very short move into some other 
church body, and that seems to be no dif¬ 
ferent from our own—and “preaches Christ 
too.” It is easy to be “taken in” unless 
one knows their position. The average lay- 
man sees no difference. Many of these 
churches and the sects say the same things 
we do, but they mean something else. They 
have learned our language and copied our 
methods with the purpose of attracing our 
people. There is always an open season on 
Lutherans and there is no bag limit. We 
have been told and have seen how other 
bodies have developed something that cor- 
responds to our confirmation. Perhaps it 
is only to improve their instruction—but 
it has other possibilities. 

Loyalty, after all, must be fenced. Its 
boundaries are clear-cut. One thing we 
have learned about governments in the past 
year is that the appeasement policy of 
dealing with an issue is just another way of 
seiling out to the enemy, when that enemy 
is insatiable in its demands. We have a 
great deal to lose and nothing to gain by 
joining some other denomination. The 
Lutheran Church is unique and Biblical in 
her confessions. Let us remember that we 
already have the hest. Church affiliation 
to a Lutheran is not an open question. His 
church, with her faith, is his sacred birth- 
right. It is feet to walk with in an un- 
certain world and never a thing to be bar- 
tered. 


News from Camrose Lutheran

JOHN J. AMUNDRUD 

One of the earliest pioneers and most 
highly respected citizens of the Aylesbury 
district, John J. Amundrud, passed away 
in hte Craik Community Hospital Sunday 
morning, May 30th, following an illness of 
several weeks. 

Deceased was born at Velsæt Hedemar- 
ken, Norway, April 24th. 1863. He came 
to Sheldahl, Iowa, in 1881. The following 
year he went to Cavalier County, North 
Dakota where he homesteaded. In 1892 
he married Boel Gronhovd, who predeceas- 
ed him in 1940. In 1906 he moved with 
his family to Canada and setled on a farm 
adjoining the village of Aylesbury, Sask., 
where he made his home continuously un- 
till the time of his death. A daughter, 
Martha, died in 1936.

Borghild, Mrs. P. L. Windh, Japsper, Alta.; 
Oscar, Aylesbury; Martin, Choiceland, 
Sask.; Henry, Red Deer, Alta.; Albert, Ay¬ 
lesbury; Clarence, RCAF., Calgary, Alta.; 
Josephine, Mrs. A. G. Holt, Lethbrige, 
Alta. One sister, Mrs. L. E. Oie, lives at 
Watrous, Sask. 

Funeral Services were conducted on Wed- 
nesday, June 2nd, from the Aylesbury 
United Church by Rev. H. L. Umess of 
Bulyea, Sask., a personal friend of the de¬ 
ceased. Rev. E. Smith of Craik assisted. 
Scores of early settlers and friends attended. 
The numerous and beautiful floral tributes 
were true evidence of the high regard and 
estem in this member of the community was 
held. 

Rev. Umess used Jer. 6, 16 as text, and 
in fitting manner spoke of the deceased’s 
primary concern over spiritual matters and 
of his true Christian way of living. He 
also praised his pioneering spirit and re- 
marked that the deceased and men of his. 
courage had been greatly responsible for the 
developement of the Canadian Plains. The 
last rites were performed in the Aylesbury 
cemetary and burial was made in the family 
plot. 

Relatives in the United States, in memo- 
rium of the deceased, gave $19.00 divided 
between Saskatchewan Lutheran Bible In¬ 
stitute, Outlook, Sask., and the District 
cuhrch paper, The Shepherd.

Committee Reports 

I. The Centennial. 

1. Inasmuch as this is our centennial 
year, we desire first of all to render thanks 
to God Almighty for the privilege and 
opportunity we have had as a church these 
hundred years, — to work in His King¬ 
dom. In spite of our failures and short- 
comings in many ways, God has blessed 
our humble efforts. So we have reason 
to praise and glorify His Holy Name! 

2. Whereas a united thanksgiving and 
memorial celebration for our entire church 
of the one hundredth aniversary of organiz- 
ed work among our Norwegian Lutheran 
People in America cannot be held this year, 
be it resolved, that special centennial celeb- 
rations be arranged if possible in each con¬ 
gregation or parish on October 24th of this 
year throughout the district as recommend¬ 
ed, and that at least one session of the fall 
Circuit meeting be set aside for the same 
purpose, and as far as possible make this a 
combined session of all the organizations 
within our church. 

3. We pledge ourselves to put forth our 
best efforts to collect the amount remain- 
ing in unpaid pledges, $12,582.13. We also 
pledge to do all in our power to approach 
personally all who have not yet been can- 
vassed to have a part in the centennial 
thankoffering. 

II. Foreign and Home Missions. 

Whereas we this year celebrate the cen¬ 
tennial of the first missionary sent out from 
Norway to Africa, it should not only fill 
our hearts with gratitude to God for these 
efforts of our fathers, but it should serve 
as a special incentive among us to be more 
zealous in fulfilling Christ’s command in 
going into all the world with the glad tiding. 

It is with satisfaction we learn that pre- 
liminary steps have been taken by our 
church to extend our mission work to South 
America and to enlarge our tent in the 
Home Mission field in sending a missionary 
to the Alaska Highway. 

We urge our people to stand whole heart- 
edly back of our church in its mission 
program. “Behold, I have set before thee 
an open door and no man can shut it.” 
This is a challenge to us as individuals and 
as a church. 

III. Our War Effort. 

1. Believing that our Lutheren Church 
has a real contribution to make in the af- 
fairs of our nation we resolve to pray for 
our country, its allies, and even its enemies. 
We resolve to work and pray that victory 
over evil in the present war will soon come. 
We resolve as a church to seek an active 
part in the establishing of a just peace at 
the close of this conflict, and that the 
Church have a w,ord of counsel in the re- 
building of home and community life. 

2. Knowing that the greatest service the 
Church can render in the war effort is in 
the spiritual field; and, in order that there 
be no lack of workers here, we instruet the 
committee on admission to the Seminary, 
Dr. J. R. Lavik and Dr. Iver Iversen to 
designate as candidates for the ministry 
such young men as in their judgement meet 
the requirements of the Church. Such des- 
ignation may be made while these men are 
taking courses preparatory to entering the 
Seminary. 

IV. Our Schools. 

We are thankful to God for our schools. 
(The Lutheran Seminary, Saskatoon; The 
Bible School at Camrose, Alberta, and Out¬ 
look, Sask., and Camrose Lutheran Col¬ 
lege.) We commend the good work these 
institutions have been able to do, even in 
these difficult times. They all need our 
support and prayers in the days to come. 

V. Lay Workers. 


The fields are already white unto har- 
vest. We need more workers. Therefore 
we recommend that each circuit recruit 
suitable lay members for the work within 
the circuit. 

VI. Evangelistic Work. 

Considerable work has been done by the 
District Committee to secure evangelists 
to work in our District these last years. 
But some of the evangelists could stay 
with us for only a shorttime. 

And inasmuch as there is quite a de-" 
mand for evangelistic work in our District, 
and somewhat difficult to secure such 
workers for a longer time, Therefore be it 
resolved, that we, as a District, petition 
our general Home Mission Board to kindly 
let us have the use of one of our evan¬ 
gelists for a year. 

We recommend that a District Com¬ 
mittee on evangelistic work be elected for 
a two-year term. Besides this, we would 
urge each circuit also to elect an evangel¬ 
istic committee to work in conjunction with 
the District Committee. 

VIT. Old Peoples’ Home. 

We as church people in Canada District 
shall follow the example of Jesus, to heal 
the sick, and help the poor. The old people 
among us need this aid. Those who have 
been along since pioneer days, built hornes 
for themselves and families, are worn in 
body and mind. Many have been along 
and organized congregations and built 
churches. Now they need bodily and 
spiritual help, so a good and pleasant home 
is really needed. 

The Committee commends the work of 
the Board of Charities in raising funds for 
a new building for an Old Peoples’ Home 
and recommends that a more intensive 
drive be made throoughout our District at 
this time to increase this fund. 

VIII. Pastors’ Salaries. 

As referred to in the District President’s 
report, it is to be regretted that, in these 
times of higher cost of living many of our 
Pastors have to struggle along on very 
small salaries. 

We appreciate that some parishes or in¬ 
dividual congregations have increased the 
Pastoris salary lately. — That is fine and 
commendable. 

But of those who have not done this as 
yet, we would kindly ask that this import¬ 
ant problem be taken up for cosinderation 
soon. 

IX. Pension Plan. 

We recommend that the District comply 
with the request of the Pension Board of 
the Church, that a Committee of five be 
elected to speed the process of bringing all 
pastors and congregations into the Pension 
Plan. 

X. Application for Membership. 

1. We recommend, that Mount Olive Ev. 
Lutheran Congregation, Eldersly, Sask., be 
received into membership of our District. 

2. Regarding Dovre Ev. Lutheran Con¬ 
gregation, Rose Valley, Sask., we recom¬ 
mend, that this congregation be accepted 
into membership of our District, when they, 
— as promised, — have changed Artide 
III, paragraph 3, in their constitution.

Naar jeg leser teksten om den fortapte 
søn, kommer den tanken for mig: At han 
dog skulde være saa egenraadig og gaa 
bort! Om han bare var blit hjemme hos 
far! Hvor mye ondt og saart han da vilde 
været spart for. Aa, hvor sørgelig at han 
gik. Om han bare hadde lydt fars gode og 
kjærlige raad! 

Han samlet alt sit og drog til et land 
langt borte, heter det om ham. Intet kun¬ 
de holde ham tilbake. Landet langt borte 
fortonte sig vel til at begynde med fagert 
og lokkende. Her var det saa frit i alle 
dele. Og saa gik han lenger og lenger. Saa 
lenge det var noget igjen av arven hjem¬ 
mefra, gik det vel forholdsvis bra. Men 
hvordan det nu end var, det gik stadig ned¬ 
over, — kan hende for ham selv umerkelig. 
Til slut sattes alt over styr. Han sank — 
altid dypere. 

Hvor han var blit ukjendelig! Fillet og 
elendig. Uren og smussig til sjel og krop. 
Med det skye blik vendt nedad. Og dette 
var ham som engang hadde været saa aapen 
i blikket og saa ren i sindet. Hvilken uhyg¬ 
gelig forandring! Ja, hvad sies ikke i or¬ 
dene: Hans attraa var at fylde bug med 
de skolmer som svinen aat.

— ja uten grense. Det var jo fars skik 
altid at hjelpe, redde og frelse, og det helt 
gratis, uten at spørre efter værdighet eller 
slikt. 

Saa vaaget han beslutningen. Jeg vil 
staa op og gaa til min far og si: Far, jeg 
har syndet. Jeg er ikke værdig lenger til 
at kaldes din søn! 

Hvilken lykke at han vaaget at gaa 
hjem. Det blev hans redning! Han blev 
mottat. Det blev glede og fryd i fars 
hjerte. Det blev fest, ja straalende fest! 

Ingen bebreidelse, bare overøst med 
kjærlighet og godhet. Findes ikke ord 
sterke nok til at skildre hvad som skedde.

Jeg er red for at det er verdens aand 
som er den største drivkraft i meget av det¬ 
te strev. Jeg har lagt merke til at i nok- 
saa store menigheder er der mange kristne 
som gaar til nadverdbordet paa søndagene 
men paa bønnemøderne er der nesten ingen. 
Er det Guds aand som holder dem hjem¬ 
me? Jeg vet av erfaring at satan ikke liker 
at Guds børn kommer sammen i bøn til 
Gud. 

Andre steder har de ikke bønnemøder ei 
heller søndags skole. Naar presten kom¬ 
mer og døber de smaa, konfirmerer ung¬ 
dommen, begraver de døde, og prediker for 
dem hver anden eller tredie uke, saa er det 
nok. Skal vi slaa os til ro her? 

Kjere medbrødre og søstre i Herren, 
Hvordan føler du naar du ser at folk in- 
den og udenom kirken—foreldre og barn 
gaar haand i haand til en evig fortabelse? 
Er du lige glad og fomøiet? Dine egne 
barn som gaar paa helvedes rand, hvor 
mange netter har du ligget vaaken i bøn 
til Gud at han maate frelse dem? Hvad 
er drivkraften i dit liv og i dit hjem? Je¬ 
sus siger: “Søg først Guds rike og hans 
retferdighet saa skal alle andre ting tilleges 
eder.” 

Hvorfor skulde vi ikke tro hvad han har 
sagt? Hvorfor er her saa mange som 
gaar og klynker og klager og strever i egen 
kraft—baade timelig og aandelig—saa kold- 
hed og ligegyldighed leger sig over os som 
en mare og grjør os magtesløs aandelig 
talt? 

Det er med stor sorg i mit hjerte naar 
jeg ser paa stillingen iblandt os i den Lu¬ 
therske kirke der hvor jeg er best kjendt.

Slig 
er det ogsaa idag. Kirken er fuld av saa- 
danne makstukkne mennesker — mange i 
egenretferdighed og andre i ligegyldighed. 
Er det ikke muligt at disse kan reddes? 
Det er bare disse som nar navnet i livsens 
bog som skal bli frelst. Men Jesus har a 
lagt en klar vei for os. Han har betalt 
for alles synder. Det er bare at tage imod. 
Er du paa den brede eller den smale vei? 
Et ord til eder min brødre: 

Sommeren er her, gresset gror, der er 
fuglesang til Guds ere. Maate det bli vaar 
og vekst for os agsaa i aandelig henseende. 
Lad os trede frem for Guds trone med 
bøn om vekkelse. Der er mange møter 
igjennem sommeren. La os bede at den 
helligaand maa vere drivkraften i prekener, 
bønnemøter, søndagskoler, og andre sam¬ 
menkomster.

Scripture Lesson : I Chron. 16:7-36. 

Hymn Suggestion : f 

Lutheran Hymnary 11 or 26. 

Among the old Norwegian hymns is one 
which begins with the fervent wish, “O, 
that I had a thousand tongues to hymn my 
great Redeemer’s praise.” The picture 
suggested to one with a lively imagination 
is an amusing one, but the sentiment behind 
the strange old song is the sentiment of 
the true worshipper of God who wants to 
offer his all to the praise of God—and re- 
grets only that his tribute must be limited 
by his human limitations. 

All through Scripture, the spontaneous 
reply of the believer has been song. “Sing 
ye to the Lord,” cried Miriam (Ex. 15:21) 
to the wandering Israelites in the desert, 
“for he hath triumphed gloriously.” And 
in the day of the Second Corning, we are 
told in Rev. 15:2—3, the saved shall “sing 
the song of the Lamb, saying, Great and 
marvellous are thy works, Lord God Al- 
mighty.” 

What are these songs? Certainly they are 
not intended to be exhibitions of artistic 
technique. No, first and foremost, they 
are to be the spontaneous overflow of a 
heart that loves God. The story is told 
of how a group of American soldiers, Corn¬ 
ing exhausted and unkempt from front line 
fighting in the South Pacific, as the chap- 
lain, conducting a service, began the sing- 
ing of “Rock of Ages”, went at once—not 
to their tents for rest nor to the mess kit- 
chen for much needed food—but to the 
singing group to raise their voices also in 
song to God. They sang, not because 
“Rock of Ages” is a beautiful song with 
fine harmonies and lovely words, but be¬ 
cause they knew from experience what this 
Rock of Ages meant, as the shells fell round 
them. The song to God is a song of the 
individual heart.
